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CURRENT TOPICS 


Fewer Solicitors 


ALTHOUGH more practising certificates were issued during 
the year up to 15th November, 1960, compared with the 
previous year, some of the other figures contained in the 
Annual Report of the Council of The Law Society are dis- 
turbing. While there were over 100 more applications for 
consent to enter into articles during 1960 than in 1959, there 
were 28 fewer articles of clerkship registered, 73 fewer 
admissions to the Roll and 30 more deaths. As usual, the 
most valuable and entertaining part of the Council’s Report 
is that which is devoted to law reform and once again we 
are astounded and respectful at the amount of patient and 
detailed research, coupled with the fruits of experience, 
which have gone into the memoranda submitted to various 
commissions and committees. We have done our best to 
record from time to time those which have been published 
and we are conscious that so far we have failed, through 
limitations of time and space, to summarise the very valuable 
evidence submitted by the Council to the Royal Commission 
on the Police. We hope to repair this omission very soon. 
Those who wish to applaud or to criticise the Council will 
have their opportunity at the Annual General Meeting of the 
members of The Law Society to which we are all bidden on 
Friday, 7th July, 1961, at 2 p.m. at the Society’s Hall. 


Fewer Barristers 


THE statistics produced by the Bar Council at the end of 
their Annual Statement for 1960 reveal that, whereas on 
Ist October, 1954, there were 2,010 practising barristers in 
England and Wales, on 30th September, 1960, there were 
only 1,919. In every year since 1954 there has been a net 
loss. In some ways this is a healthy sign: it shows that 
young men and women who have not the qualities of character 
and intellect which are necessary for success at the Bar are 
throwing their hands in. During the legal year 1959-60 
sixty-two barristers who had been in practice for over ten 
years ceased to practise, while no less than twenty-seven who 
had been in practice for under ten years turned to other 
pursuits. We believe that this involves a great waste of 
legal talent. Young solicitors are scarce and command 
salaries which are disproportionate to their abilities: young 
barristers are comparatively plentiful and often drift away 
into other professions through lack of encouragement or 
influence. At the Annual General Meeting of the Bar Council 
in 1960 the ATTORNEY-GENERAL said he was glad to know 
that real progress had been made in developing a common 
system of education for barristers and solicitors and in easing 
interchange between the two branches. Yet, as we have 
remarked on previous occasions, nothing ever seems to 
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happen. There is no apparent sense of urgency. What 
solicitors need is many more active and intelligent young 
men in their offices. What the Bar and the judicial Bench 
need is many more men of the right calibre. These demands 
do not conflict: they are complementary. Let young men 
with ambition for a the law solicitors : 
let them spend their articles and a few years after qualifying 
with a living wage and let the best of them get called to 
the Bar and begin their march towards the Bench. Let us 
at all costs stop this dithering. In the meantime we are

Amendments to the Divorce Rules 


On 3rd July certain important, if minor, changes in the 
Divorce Rules will come into operation (Matrimonial Causes 
(Amendment) Rules, 1961 (S.I. 1961 No. 1082), and Supreme 
Court Fees (Amendment) Order, 1961 (S.I. 1961 No. 1085)). 
From that date, the inconvenient rule that no petition may 
be filed while there is before the court another petition by 
the same petitioner will be modified: with leave of a judge, 
it will be possible to file another petition without having the 
first dismissed. The practical effect of this will be to allow 
a petitioner to add a cross-prayer to his reply alleging desertion 
for three years preceding the date of the reply; at present, 
if the three-year period should elapse between the date of the 
petition and the trial, he cannot allege desértion without 
having his petition dismissed and starting all over again, since 
the date of any supplemental petition is regarded as being 
that of the petition of which it merely formsa part. Another 
change is that in future a discretion statement must be filed ina 
suit for judicial separation as well as for dissolution, thus revers- 
ing the decision in Haniver v. Haniver [1960] 1 W.L.R. 310. 
But the rule that a decree must recite the fact that the judge 
has exercised his discretion, or has refused to do so, is to go.

The time for appealing from 
a county court to the Court of Appeal is to be the same as 
the time for appealing from the High Court, although this 
does not apply to an appeal from a judgment or order given 
or made before 3rd July (r. 5). The requirement for the 
legalisation of the signature of a notary before whom a 
power of attorney has been executed abroad is abolished 
(r. 6). Order 41a, r. 20, which was rendered unnecessary 
by the Supreme Court Fees Order, 1930, is at last revoked 
(r. 2). The longest of the new rules is r. 4, which makes 
fresh provision for proceedings relating to the property of 
certain solicitors under the First Schedule to the Solicitors 
Act, 1957, which, with s. 31 of that Act, can apply where the 
Council of The Law Society have reasonable cause to believe 
that a solicitor, or a clerk or servant of a solicitor, has been 
guilty of dishonesty in connection with that solicitor’s 
practice as a solicitor or in connection with any trust of 
which that solicitor is a trustee. 


The Fixed Penalty Game 


Our article under this title in the issue of 19th May has 
continued to attract official light in statistically dark places. 
Following Scotland Yard's figures (p. 451, ante), the Joint 
Under-Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
Mr. RENTON, replying to Mr. WADE in the Commons on 
15th June, stated that up to 3rd June, 1961, 46,441 fixed 
penalty notices had been issued in the Metropolitan Police 
District. A regular audit of notices was, he said, carried out 
and there was no reason to think that any of them were 
unaccounted for. In answer to a supplementary question 
referring specifically to the article and asking whether he 
was quite satisfied that the system was working satisfactorily 
and that the law was not being brought into disrepute, 
Mr. Renton replied: “‘ Yes, sir. The facts contained in that 
article were quite wrong. The House will be interested to 
know that at 30th April, 1961, of 38,968 tickets issued to that 
date, the Commissioner had decided to take no action in 
6,160 cases, the police were pursuing inquiries in 4,130 cases 
and in the remaining 73-6 per cent. of cases the fixed penalty 
had been paid or the case had been dealt with or was awaiting 
hearing by the court.” While mildly protesting that our 
“ facts '’ were avowedly no more than estimates, we cannot 
but ask whether they were so very wrong. On Mr. Renton’'s 
figures nearly 10,300 cases were either written off or still 
under investigation on 30th April. From the official point 
of view, none of these is unaccounted for; from that of the 
outside observer, they all are. Applying a due proportion 
from Mr. Renton’s figures to cover the period from the end 
of April to the date of our article, we calculate that some 
11,500 cases were then in this category, against our original 
estimate of 15,000. 


“ Recorded Delivery ’’ and Service 


SERVICE by recorded delivery post was held not to be 
service “by registered post” and therefore to be invalid 
within the terms of the Citation Amendment (Scotland) Act, 
1882, in Magistrates of Airdrie v. Carr 1961 S.L.T. (Sh. Ct.) 39, 
in which a local authority had served a small debt summons 
upon a ratepayer by this means. By the Magistrates’ Courts 
Rules, 1961 (S.I. 1961 No. 169), “ registered post ’’ includes 
the recorded delivery service in these courts, but no similar 
provision exists for any other English court.

IN SMOKE CONTROL

WHO WILL PAY—LANDLORD OR TENANT? 


SMOKE control orders are made under the Clean Air Act, 
1956. A smoke control order is made by a local authority, 
subject to confirmation by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, and normally declares part of the local authority's 
area to be a “ smoke control area.” The broad effect is that 
the burning of bituminous coal in the area is prohibited, so 
that fireplaces which can only burn bituminous coal must be 
either adapted to burn smokeless fuel, replaced by oil, gas or 
electrical appliances, or not used at all. The cost of con- 
version for a dwelling-house may vary from about {5 or {6 
to provide a smokeless grate to a coal fire, to £100 or more to 
provide new means of cooking and heating the domestic hot 
water. In the case of a “ private dwelling” as defined in 
s. 34 (4) of the Act, a grant is payable towards the cost of 
conversion ; 40 per cent. of the approved cost being borne by 
the Exchequer, 30 per cent, by the local authority and 30 per 
cent. by the owner or occupier. (The approved cost may be 
considerably less than the actual expenditure.) “ Private 
dwelling ”’ includes a caretaker’s flat or living quarters in 
industrial or business premises. 

The Act contemplates that adaptations will be carried out 
either by the owner or by the occupier, but gives no indication 
of the circumstances under which responsibility should be 
borne by the owner or the occupier. The ‘“ Memorandum on 
Smoke Control Orders ’’ issued by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government (invaluable in other respects) merely 
says that reference should be made to the terms of the lease or 
tenancy agreement. Unfortunately, unless the lease or 
tenancy agreement was prepared since 1956 with this specific 
point in mind, it is unlikely to give any direct indication of 
where responsibility lies. 

By s. 11 (2) of the Act, “ If smoke is emitted from a chimney 
of any building within a smoke control area, the occupier of 
that building shall be guilty of an offence.’”’ It is submitted 
that this makes the occupier the person primarily responsible 
for ensuring that there are no contraventions of the order, 
and therefore also the person primarily responsible for carry- 
ing out adaptations, if any are necessary. There are, however, 
two sections of the Act which enable the responsibility for 
adaptations to be shifted to the owner in certain circumstances, 
i.e., Ss. 12 (2), which applies only to “ private dwellings,” 
and s. 28 (1), which is of general application. 


Compulsory adaptations 


Section 12 (2) gives the local authority power to compel the 
carrying out of adaptations at the proper time so as to prevent 
contraventions of the Act. The relevant words are as 
follows: “‘ The local authority may, by notice in writing 
served on the owner or occupier of a private dwelling which is, 
or... will be within a Smoke Control Area, require the carrying 
out of adaptations . . . to avoid contraventions of s. 11” 
(i.e., of the Smoke Control Order). The subsection incorporates 
the provisions of Pt. XII of the Public Health Act, 1936, with 
respect to appeals against notices. The local authority are at 
liberty to serve the notice on either owner or occupier. The 
rights of any aggrieved party who thinks the council have 
served the notice on the wrong person are governed by s. 290 
of the Public Health Act, 1936. Section 290 (3) sets out the 
grounds upon which a person served with a notice may appeal 
to a magistrates’ court. The relevant ground is contained in 
para. (e), i.e., “‘ that the notice might lawfully have been served 


on the occupier of the premises in question instead of on the 
owner, or on the owner instead of on the occupier, and that 
it would have been equitable for it to have been so served.” 
Section 290 (5) regulates the procedure for settling questions 
as between owner and occupier, and provides that in exercising 
its powers under this subsection the court shall have regard, 
(a) as between an owner and an occupier, to the terms and 
conditions, whether contractual or statutory, of the tenancy 
and to the nature of the works required ; and (b) in any case, 
to the degree of benefit to be, derived by the different persons 
concerned. Readers will probably be aware that there is a 
somewhat similar provision to s. 12 (2) in s. 75 of the Publi 
Health Act, 1936, to settle which party should pay for a 
new dustbin, but s. 75 of the Public Health Act does not 
incorporate s. 290. 

In Croydon Corporation v. Thomas [1947] K.B. 386, it 
was held that s. 75 gave the magistrates unfettered discretion 
in deciding which party should pay for the dustbin. 


Fire escape cases 


Section 28 (1) of the Clean Air Act is of general application 
Paragraph (a) empowers the county court to dispense with the 
landlord’s consent to the execution of adaptations. Para- 
graph (b) enables the occupier, if he contends that the cost of 
the works should be borne wholly or in part by the owner or 
some other person interested in the building, to apply to the 
county court for an order indemnifying him in whole or in 
part. The court may then make such order as it thinks just. 
The section follows fairly closely ss. 146 and 147 of the 
Factories Act, 1937, which are similar to but not identical 
with earlier legislation, including s. 7 (2) of the Factory and 
Workshop Act, 1891. All the above sections deal with 
responsibility for providing a fire escape. In the late nine- 
teenth century and early twentieth century compulsory 
provision of a fire escape was as much of a novelty as com- 
pulsory provision of a smokeless fire is now ; it is submitted 
therefore that decisions on these sections may assist in 
construing the Clean Air Act. Two of the “ fire escape cases ”’ 
(Monk v. Arnold [1902] 1 K.B. 761, and Horner v. Franklin 
[1905] 1 K.B. 479) concern the interpretation of a tenant's 
covenant to pay outgoings. In the third case (Monro v. 
Lord Burghclere {1918} 1 K.B. 291) the lessee had covenanted 
to execute all such works as might be necessary to comply 
with any Acts of Parliament or the requirements of a local 
authority. It is necessary to state the position of the parties 
under the ordinary law of landlord and tenant before consider- 
ing the effect of the statutory provisions and these reported 
cases. 

Foulger v. Arding [1902] 1 K.B. 700, held that a covenant 
by the tenant to pay “ impositions ” would include expenses 
incurred by the landlord in complying with a sanitary notice 
requiring the replacement of a privy by a water-closet, and the 
use of the word “ duties” has been held to have a similar 
result. The obligations under the covenant to pay outgoings 
must be construed in conjunction with the other provisions of 
the lease. Some other clause (e.g., the covenant to repair) 
may indicate where the responsibility will lie. Normally the 
landlord does external repairs and the tenant internal repairs. 
As the adaptations will usually be carried out to the inside of 
the building, it may be suggested that the tenant is responsible 
for them under his covenant to do internal repairs. A similar 
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problem has been considered in cases under the Rent Acts. 
It was held in an Irish case that the replacement of an earth 
closet by a modern water-closet was a repair, but this decision 
was criticised and not Wates v. Rowland {1952} 
2 O.B. 12. the decidendi of the latter case it 
appears that the adaptations are improvements, not repairs. 
If so, the landlord will be entitled to increase the controlled 
rent if he has borne the cost but he cannot require the tenant 
to do the work under a repairing covenant.

To return to the fire escape cases, in the relevant sections 
of the earlier Factories Acts, etc., which were considered in the 
reported cases, the primary responsibility to provide a fire 
escape was placed on the owner, subject to his night to apply 
to the court for an order charging some of or all the cost on 
the occupier. (In the Clean Air Act, the position appears to 
be reversed.) In Horner v. Franklin the tenant had covenanted 
to pay all outgoings, impositions, etc., so that under Foulger 
v. Arding he would have been responsible for the cost of the 
fire escape. The landlord sued the tenant in the High Court 
under his covenant, but it was held that his action was barred, 
and that his only right was to apply to the county court for an 
apportionment under the Act. Monk v. Arnold, on a similar 
covenant, held that the county court, in making an apportion- 
ment, should have regard to the terms of the lease but was not 
bound to apply them strictly if the result would be inequitable. 

This decision should be contrasted with Monro v. Lord 
Burghclere, a decision on the London Building Acts (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1915. The lease here had been made in 1903 
after the Factory and Workshop Act, 1891, but before the 
London Building, etc., Act, 1915, and the obligation to provide 
a fire escape arose after 1903. 
to execute all 


The lessee had covenanted 
such works as might be necessary to comply 
with any Acts of Parliament or the requirements of a local 
authority. The court held that in entering into the covenant 
the parties must have contemplated the possibility of a fresh 
enactment imposing further responsibilities on owners or 
occupiers, and accordingly it was equitable that the landlord 
should not bear any part of the cost of providing the fire 
escape. The cost was, however, apportioned between the 
lessee and the sub-lessee

Most local councils have prepared a provisional programme 
of smoke control orders up to 1965, and the council officials 


will usually be willing to give advice or assistance in considering 
questions (a) and () 


More definite answers to the questions 
can only be obtained after an order has actually been made, 
but, broadly, any open fireplaces which are regularly used 
will have to be adapted or replaced. Even if the possibility 
of an order being made seems remote, it is desirableto provide 
for this in the leas« 

If adaptations will be required if an order is made, a specific 
provision allocating responsibility for them should be included 
in the lease, whether or not there is any likelihood of an order 
being made. The provision should not refer merely to 
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‘adaptations to comply with the Clean Air Act, 1956,” but 
to adaptations to comply with s. 11 of the Clean Air Act, 1956, 
or any statutory modification or re-enactment thereof. If 
the premises constitute a “ private dwelling ” a grant will be 
payable to the party actually doing the work. It might be 
possible to waive the entitlement to a grant by a contractual 
provision (there is no express prohibition of this in the Act) 
but it is at least doubtful whether such a waiver would be 
legally enforceable. It may be agreed that the cost of adapta- 
tions shall be shared in equal or unequal proportions between 
landlord and tenant. (If a grant is payable and is also to be 
shared, the grant payable may represent only part of the 
actual cost of the adaptations.) 

If the tenant is to be required to do the works, he should 
also covenant to carry them out in a workmanlike manner, to 
carry out all necessary ancillary works, and to make good 
any damage caused to the structure or the landlord’s fixtures. 
If the work is grant-aided, it is subject to inspection by the 
council’s officers, but there is no inspection of business 
premises. 


(2) A solicitor may have to advise a landlord or tenant as 
to his position under an existing tenancy agreement. If it 
is a written agreement he should first look for any specific 
reference to adaptations under smoke control orders. If 
there is none, he should then look for covenants in general 
terms to comply with the requirements of Acts of Parliament 
or of public or local authorities, etc., and also look at the 
covenant to pay outgoings. The precise words used should 
be carefully scrutinised, in the light of the reported cases 
The solicitor should try to assess the rights and liabilities of 
the parties under the ordinary law of landlord and tenant, 
and then try to envisage (if he can) how far (if at all) these 
would be modified by the county court under s. 28 (1) or (in 
the case of a private dwelling) by the local council or the 
magistrates under s. 12 (2). His task will not be easy. 


One may assume that normally the landlord will wish to 
avoid paying for adaptations if he can, but in some circum- 
stances it may be in his own interests to do the work himself, 
particularly if the premises are a “ private dwelling ’’ and 
therefore a 70 per cent. grant is payable. The tenant may be 
willing to carry out the work himself, but he and his landlord 
may not agree on the type of adaptations to be carried out 
In such a case (if the landlord’s consent is required) the tenant 
is entitled to apply to the county court under s. 28 (1) and the 
court may dispense with the landlord’s consent. Obviously 
there is a lot to be said for the parties coming to an agreement 
about what adaptations are to be carried out, who is to do them, 
and how the cost is to be borne. 


It would appear that the jurisdiction of the county court 
under s. 28 (1) and of the magistrates under s. 12 (2) are 
concurrent and not exclusive. If so, there is nothing to 
prevent a tenant of a private dwelling from applying to the 
county court for an order under s. 28 (1). If a notice has 
already been served by the council under s. 12 (2) and the 
notice has been the subject of an appeal to the magistrates, 
presumably the question would be regarded as res judicata 
and an application under s. 28 (1) would be barred. Possibly 
such an application would not be barred if no appeal had been 
made to the courts. 


So far as the writer is aware, there has so far been no direct 
authority on the points considered in this article, and it will 
be interesting to see how they are dealt with when they come 
before the courts,

SoME interesting considerations arise from Mr. Scrivener’s 
article, p. 501, ante, on the possibility of raising the defences 
of contributory negligence and volenti non fit injuria against 
a passenger in a vehicle on the highway who is suing his 
driver or a third party for negligence. 

One problem is whether, for the defence of contributory 
negligence to succeed, the defendant must establish that the 
plaintiff owed him a duty of care, such a duty being of course 
an essential of the tort of negligence itself: Donoghue v. 
Stevenson [1932] A.C, 562. Mr. Scrivener cites Stable, J., 
in Dawrant v. Nutt [1961] 1 W.L.R. 253; p. 129, ante, as 
saying ([1961} 1 W.L.R., at p. 255) that a passenger knowingly 
travelling in an unsafe vehicle is contributorily negligent 
since 

. whether you are a passenger or a driver you owe the 
same duty to other users of the highway to take reasonable 
care of yourself.” 

tarlier in his judgment, the learned judge says :-— 

“Obviously, to drive a vehicle in that condition . . . is the 
clearest possible breach on the part of the driver of his duty of 
care in relation to other users of the highway. The interesting 
question is whether a passenger who is aware of this and in 
that knowledge continues to ride as a passenger is also in 
breach of the duty to other users of the road.”’ 

ater he adds :— 

. any defence of contributory negligence must involve 
that something was done or omitted, or permitted, by the 
plaintiff which was a breach of the legal duty to the defendant 
among others. Of course it is insufficient here to say it was 
unwise of the plaintiff to travel in a vehicle which she knew 
was improperly lit. That does not amount to a defence unless 
there was a legal duty imposed on the plaintiff, vis-a-vis other 
possible users of the highway, to take reasonable care for her 
own safety.” 

Pedestrian’s duty of care 

Che learned judge’s insistence on a “legal duty ”’ owed 
by plaintiff to defendant (though confined to a duty on the 
plaintiff to take reasonable care of himself) compares interest- 
ingly with the decision of the Privy Council in Nance v. 
British Columbia Electric Railway, Ltd. [1951] A.C. 601, 
that— 

“When contributory negligence is set up as a defence, its 
existence does not depend on any duty owed by the injured 
party to the party sued, and all that is necessary to establish 
such « defence is to prove to the satisfaction of the jury that 
the injured party did not in his own interest take reasonable 
care of himself, and contributed, by this want of care, to his 
own injury. 

(per Viscount Simon, at p. 611). The case concerned a 
pedestrian plaintiff run down by the defendants’ street-car, 
and the Privy Council, though careful to state that a duty 
of care was not an essential of the defence, in fact held that 
a pedestrian does owe the driver of a motor vehicle a duty of 
care ‘— 

“The proposition can be put even more broadly. Generally 
speaking, when two parties are so moving in relation to one 
another as to involve risk of collision, each owes to the other 
a duty to move with due care, and this is true whether they 
are both in control of vehicles, or both proceeding on foot, or 
whether one is on foot and the other controlling a moving vehicle. 
If it were not so, the individual on foot could never be sued 
by the owner of the vehicle for damage caused by his want of 
care in crossing the road, for he would owe to the plaintiff, 
no duty to take care. Yet such instances may easily occur, 
e.g., if the individual’s rashness causes the vehicle to pull up 
so suddenly as to damage its mechanism . . .” 


(per Viscount Simon at p. 611).

FURTHER THOUGHTS 


Both Stable, J., and the Privy Council stress that the 
plaintiff must exercise due care for his own safety but, while 
the Privy Council speak of the plaintiff doing this “in his 
own interests,” Stable, J., speaks of a duty to do this owed 
by plaintiff to defendant. 


Is duty of care essential ? 


There may, however, be cases where the success or failure 
of the defence of contributory negligence will hang on whether 
a duty of care in the broadest sense owed by plaintiff to 
defendant is essential. For example, it is generally thought 
that contributory negligence is a defence to the liability of 
an occupier of premises for not extending to a visitor to those 
premises the common duty of care imposed by the Occupiers’ 
Liability Act, 1957 (though the Act itself is silent on the 
point). Suppose the visitor is the builder of the house, who 
has put the ceilings up in a careless manner, and the occupier 
is not the original purchaser but a subsequent owner. The 
ceiling falls on the builder, by a species of poetic justice, 
and he sues the occupier, alleging that the occupier must 
have noticed that the ceilings were bulging and had done 
nothing about it. It has been held in Offo v. Bolton and Norris 
[1936] 2 K.B. 46, that a builder of a house owes the occupier 
no duty of care in tort and, if such a duty is a pre-requisite 
of the defence of contributory negligence, the builder will 
presumably recover in full. 


Again, it appears from Candler v. Crane, Christmas & Co. 
[1951] 2 K.B. 164 (C.A.), that there is no duty of care in 
tort not to make careless, as distinct from fraudulent, state- 
ments. What then of the plaintiff passenger in a car whose 
negligence in telling his driver that the road at a junction 
is clear (when it is not) contributes to the collision that 
follows (cf. Sharp v. Avery and Kerwood {1938} 4 All E.R. 85) ? 

An alternative approach to the problem of whether a 
passive passenger can be said to be contributorily negligent 
if he knows that the vehicle is unsafe or is being driven 
unsafely is to ask whether the passenger's want of care for 
his own safety helps to cause his injuries. After all, the 
defence is one of contributory negligence. The Law Reform 
(Contributory Negligence) Act, 1945, applies the test: are 
the plaintiff's injuries ‘“‘ the result partly of his own fault ” 
(s.1(1))? Admittedly the passenger would not have suffered 
his injuries if he had not been in the vehicle but the same 
would be true of an entirely innocent passenger. The problem 
is one of causation, and it is difficult to see how merely sitting 
in the vehicle can cause the accident which in turn causes the 
injuries. Some guidance is given by the decision of the Court 
of Appeal in Jones v. Livox Quarries {1952} 2 0.B. 608, where 
the plaintiff's want of care for his own safety took the form of 
standing on the back of a “ traxcavator”’ (a tracked vehicle 
in a quarry) “ very much in the position in which a footman 
stood at the back of an eighteenth century carriage, so that 
some part of his body was behind the ‘ traxcavator’’’ (p. 608). 
He suffered injuries when another vehicle, negligently driven, 
crashed into the back of the “ traxcavator.” 


It was urged on his behalf that his carelessness for his 
own safety did not help to cause the accident since the risk 
he ran in riding on the back of the vehicle was of being thrown 
to the ground, not of being struck by another vehicle. This 
submission was rejected by the Court of Appeal, who found 
that the plaintiff's injuries were partly the resu!t of his fault 
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and reduced his damages by 20 
Denning, L.J., said (at p. 616) :-— 


per cent. However, 


“ In order to illustrate this question of causation, I may say 
that if the plaintiff, whilst he was riding on the towbar, had 
been hit in the eye by a shot from a negligent sportsman, 
I should have thought that the plaintiff's negligence would in 
no way be a cause of his injury. It would only be the circum- 
stance in which the cause operated. It would only be part of 
the history.’ 

On this approach, it would seem better to say that the 
passenger does in fact partly cause his injuries if he bears 
with negligent driving or an unsafe vehicle in dignified silence, 
no matter how great a premium this may place on back-seat 
driving 

Problem of the hitch-hiker 

A further point that arises from Mr. Scrivener’s article 
concerns his statement that a judge would have to consider 
whether in law volenti non fit injuria is ever a defence to 
admitted negligence in a case where a car-driver picks up 
a hitch-hiker and says to the hiker before he enters the car: 
“You travel at your own risk if you come with me,” to 
which the hiker If the hiker were a fare-paying 
passenger then the statement as to risk would be contractually 
binding on him but, as Mr. Scrivener says, if the hiker travels 
gratis, there is no contract as there is no consideration. 


agrees. 


It seems unjust that a passenger travelling free should be 
in a possibly more favourable position than a fare-paying 
one (as indeed Mr. Scrivener concludes), and it is tempting 
to say that there is in fact a contract by which the hiker 
promises not to sue the motorist for negligence in considera- 
tion of the motorist's giving him a lift. However, in Wilkie v. 


County Court Letter 
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London Passenger Transport Board [1947] 1 All E.R. 258 (C.A.), 
speaking of a free pass given by the defendants to the plaintiff 
to travel on the defendants’ buses, the pass containing an 
exclusion of liability clause, Lord Greene, M.R., said (at 
p. 260) :— 


. . to regard it as having any contractual force is entirely 
to misinterpret it ; there is no contractual animus to be found 
in relation to it. It is clearly nothing but a licence subject 
to conditions, a very common form of licence, e.g., a licence 
to a neighbour to walk over a field, provided he does not go 
with a dog. You cannot spell such a thing as that as being a 
contract: ‘I will let you go across my field in consideration 
of you, as a contracting party, agreeing not to take your 
dog.” In other words, looking at this document shortly and 
sensibly, it contains no irftention to contract. It is the mere 
grant of a revocable licence subject to a condition that, while 
the licence is being enjoyed, certain consequences shall follow. 
That is not contractual, but is a term or condition of the licence, 
and if anyone makes use of the licence he can only do so by 
being bound by the condition.”’ 


The exclusion clause was, therefore, enforced against the 
plaintiff and it would appear that a judge, faced with 
Mr. Scrivener’s problem, could possibly avoid deciding the 
knotty point on the defence of volenti by resorting to the 
concept of a conditional licence, for if the hiker disregards the 
condition of his entry and sues the motorist, ipso facto the 
hiker becomes a trespasser on the vehicle and the motorist 
owes him no duty of care (cf. Conway v. Wimpey (George) 
& Co., Lid. (No. 2) [1951] 2 K.B. 266). It is clear that in 
this context, if the hiker ought reasonably to understand 
the purport of what the motorist says to him, he does consent 
in advance to acts of subsequent negligence (cf. Ashdown v. 
Samuel Williams & Sons, Lid. [1957] 1 Q.B. 409 (C.A.)).

SOMEONE HAD TO BE HAD 


Ir might be thought that the world of the balanced wheel 
and the little white ball, the green cloth with its cabbalistic 
markings and the dinner jackets with sewn-up pockets, 
belonged to a financial hierarchy far removed from that of 
hire purchase, but the string of cases recently decided in the 
Court of Appeal after coming through the mill of the county 
court suggests that luck is capable of dealing almost as 
undiscriminating blows in the latter as in the former. They 
may be good or bad; they may be the result of calculated 
risks or bolts from the blue. 

Recently, the wheel of fortune has spun for and against 
owner, hirer and dealer in turn, so that it might have been 
said that the treatment that they had had had had the effect 
of turning hire-purchase business into a pure lottery. Talking 
of gambling, should anyone be thinking of betting a tenner 
to a toffee apple that that is about the possible in consecutive 
“ hads ” he might subsequently have cause to reflect that in 
that phrase the use that “had” had had had had an 
unfortunate effect on his pocket 

Lest anyone should imagine that the possibilities of the 
hire-purchase game had in any way been fully exploited, a 
new twist appeared in the recent case of Yeoman Credit, Lid. 
v. Latier |1961) 1 W.L.R. 828; p. 300, ante, which dealt with 
the interesting point of the difference between an indemnity 
and a guarantee, the

decision of which could determine 


unblameworthy litigants should suffer. 


This was a case outside s. 12 of the Hire Purchase Act, 
1938, because the hire-purchase price was over the limit 
set by the 1954 Act, and in any case one-third had not been 
paid. It concerned a hire-purchase agreement for the sale 
of a motor car entered into between a finance company and 
an infant. It seems to have been clear that everyone knew 
that he was in fact an infant, and at least two-thirds of the 
Court of Appeal thought that the plaintiff never expected 
to be able to enforce the contract against him, as it was void 
under s. 1 of the Infants Relief Act, 1874. The remaining 
third, in the person of Davies, L.J., disagreed with this view 
since, as he pointed out, the plaintiff had written to the infant 
holding him liable, and even sued him, though it appears that 
he was never served with the writ. 


Wretched brats 

Hire-purchase agreements with infants are in practice not 
uncommon and in such cases the plaintiff was in the habit 
of insisting that some responsible adult should “ guarantee ’ 
the due performance of the contract. This was done by the 
signing of a separate document called an “ indemnity and 
undertaking ’’ by the adult, an entirely different thing from 
the ‘‘ guarantee”’ at the foot of the hire-purchase contract 
form which was signed by the guarantor in cases where the 
hirer was not an infant but was simply a poor financial

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It was decided in Coutts & Co. v. Browne-Lecky [1947] 
K.B. 104, that if a contract is void, a guarantee in respect 
of it is also void. It therefore became important to discover 
whether the document in question was a guarantee, and 
therefore void, or an indemnity, and therefore valid. 

Holroyd Pearce, L.J., in his judgment stated the funda- 
mental difference between the two. An indemnity is a 
contract by one party to keep the other harmless against 
loss, but a contract of guarantee is a contract to answer for 
the debt, default or miscarriage of another who is to be 
primarily liable to the promisee. 


What was it ? 


What then was the true nature of this document? His 
lordship pointed out that by the contract between the 
plaintiff and the “ guarantor,’’ for want of a better term, the 
latter did not have full rights of subrogation, but only those 
assigned to him by the plaintiff. He therefore was deprived 
of the fundamental legal right of a guarantor. Moreover, 
under the hire-purchase and indemnity agreements, the 
liabilities of the hirer and “ guarantor ’’ could be entirely 
different. For instance, if the car was repossessed when 
little had been paid, and then resold at a good figure, the 
contracts provided that the “ guarantor’’ should be given 
credit for the amount received, but the hirer would be liable 
for up to half the hire-purchase price. Conversely, if the 
hirer surrendered the vehicle and paid half the purchase price, 
as he could do under the agreement, and the car was then 
sold for very little, he would have completely fulfilled his 
bargain, but the “ guarantor’ would still be liable to pay 
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the difference between the amount received by the plaintiff 
finance company and the hire-purchase price. In these 
circumstances, his lordship was confident that this was a 
contract of indemnity and not guarantee. 

Harman, L.J., in a delightfully forthright 
agreed. With him, words of wisdom and learning no longer 
have to be draped in off-white cotton wool. He started off 
by suggesting that the county court judge had been led up 
the garden path [sic] by being asked to decide as a preliminary 
point of law whether the document in question was a guarantee 
or indemnity—he had in fact thought the former—because 
such points were only useful when their decision decided 
the entire case. Here, the reversal of the judge made it 
necessary for the case to be sent back to resume its meandering 
course [sic again) for decision on its facts. The whole question 
dated back to the Statute of Frauds and was an example of 
a “ hair-splitting distinction of exactly the kind which brings 
the law into hatred, ridicule and contempt by the public.”’ 

Reading the report, one feels that this must have been 
one of those occasions when even the ranks of solicitors and 
counsel could scarce forbear to cheer. A sweet, cool breath 
of common sense modern law stirred the dust in that court and 
left the whole thing looking that much brighter. 

Justice was done and manifestly seen to have been done in 
terms as sharp and clean as the surgeon’s knife. In fact it 
was obvious that such ugly, complex, old-fashioned phrases 
as “‘ had had had had” had had it. Or to put it another 
way, the treatment that “ had had had had”’ had had had 
had a bad effect on it. Had it not?

THE PREMISES OF A DEED-—III 


CONSIDERATION (continued) 


Ir a deed contains no statement of consideration, then any 
of the equitable defects and conveyancing consequences 
considered in the two earlier parts of this article (respectively 
at pp. 503 and 521), may, prima facie, apply adversely. In 
addition, a document which apparently carries out a voluntary 
disposition will not be properly stamped unless it has been 
adjudicated for stamp duty : s. 74 (2) of the Finance (1909-10) 
Act, 1910. Another revenue hazard to a purchaser resulting 
from a voluntary conveyance (namely, liability for estate duty 
on the death of the donor within five years of the gift) has been 
largely removed as from 31st July, 1957, by s. 38 of the Finance 
Act, 1957. A purchaser from a donee need only ascertain 
that the donor died either more than five years after the 
gift (assuming immediate exclusion of the donor) or else after 
31st July, 1957, and only if neither of these applies need the 
purchaser ensure that estate duty has been paid. In any 
case this last is preferable to guarding against a liability 
contingent on the death of a living donor, which used to be 
necessary (see Manning v. Turner [1957] 1 W.L.R. 91) and 
now may only rarely arise, for example, if the purchaser is a 
mortgagee or is not a purchaser for full value, when s. 38 of the 
Finance Act, 1957, does not apply. 

For all the reasons mentioned it is essential when investi- 
gating title (or perusing deeds for any other purpose) to note 
whether or not any of the deeds are voluntary. However, it 
may be that a deed which contains no statement of con- 
sideration was none the less made for some consideration. A 


fine of £10 is imposed by s. 5 of the Stamp Act, 1891, for 
executing or preparing a document which does not set out all 
the facts and circumstances affecting liability to stamp duty 
with intent to defraud Her Majesty, and any contract con- 
tained in such a document may well be unenforceable for 
illegality (cf. Napier v. National Business Agency, Ltd. [1951) 
2 All E.R. 264). This liability will not, of course, arise if, as is 
often the case, the necessary information is given separately, 
since there is then no intent to defraud. 


Extrinsic evidence 

If objection is taken to an apparently voluntary deed, 
extrinsic evidence is normally admissible to show that in 
fact it was made for valuable consideration : see per Cozens- 
Hardy, L.J., in Re Holland ; Gregg v. Holland [1902) 2 Ch. 360, 
at p. 388. As a contrast, however, if some consideration is 
stated in the deed it may not be permissible to show that the 
consideration was wrongly stated. In the early case of 
Peacock v. Monk (1748), 1 Ves. Sen. 127, Lord Hardwicke 
stated (at p. 128) that, in a deed, ‘‘ where any consideration 
is mentioned as of love and affection only, if it is not said 
also ‘and for other considerations,’ you cannot enter into 
proof of any other ; the reason is because it would be contrary 
to the deed.”” Nearly a century later this statement was seen 
to be much qualified: ‘‘ The rule is that, where there is one 
consideration stated in the deed, you may prove any other 
consideration which existed not in contradiction to the 





instrument, and it is not in contradiction to the instrument 
to prove a larger consideration than that which is stated”’ : 
per Knight-Bruce, V.-C., in Clifford v. Turrell (1841), 1 Y. & 
C.C.C. 138, at p. 149 (affirmed (1845), 14 L.J. Ch. 390). 
Another century passed and in 7urner v. Forwood {1951} 1 
All E.R. 746, the position was confused rather than clarified 
by the Court of Appeal. In that case evidence was, in fact, 
admitted to show that the true consideration for a deed was 
£1,215, although the consideration stated was only 10s. In 
reaching this decision, Goddard, L.C.J., followed Clifford v. 
Turrell, supra, Singleton, L.J., peinted out that the recitals 
to the deed made it clear that the whole arrangement between 
the parties was not set forth in the deed, and Denning, L.J,., 
allowed proof of the contractual consideration because an 
obviously nominal consideration inserted. Thus 
apparently one of the learned lords justices would confine 
admission of this evidence

Insufficient or illegal 
If the stated consideration in a deed is much smaller than 
that stated in earlier deeds on a title, then it is thought that 
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this fact may put a purchaser on inquiry as to whether the 
whole of the property in the title is intended to be conveyed. 
This point would appear to be of greater importance to-day 
since values in recent years have almost universally increased. 

Also if the stated consideration in a deed is itself illegal or 
immoral a purchaser will certainly be put on inquiry. It is 
well settled that any agreement contained in such a deed will 
be unenforceable (see Williams v. Bayley (1866), L.R. 1 H.L. 
200), although in the case of a conveyance it is probable that 
the deed will be operative to pass the property conveyed, 
subject to being liable to be set aside and to a reconveyance 
being ordered: see Jones v. Merionethshire Permanent 
Benefit Building Soctety [1891] 2 Ch. 587. 


Registered conveyancing 


The prescribed forms of transfer of land set out in the 
Schedule to the Land Registration Rules, 1925, are with a few 
exceptions based on Form 19, which requires the consideration 
to be stated, since it commences: “In consideration of 

pounds (£ )...” There is no alternative form for a 
voluntary transfer. This being so, it is sometimes suggested, 
in practice and elsewhere, that where the transfer is voluntary 
a fictitious consideration should be stated. This suggestion 
is, on the general principles given above, thought to be un- 
desirable. It is preferable to adapt the prescribed form of 
transfer, for example, on the lines either of the forms (Forms 21, 
22 and 23) of transfer to a tenant for life or statutory owners 
under the Settled Land Act, 1925 (which commence “ Pursuant 
to a trust deed of even date herewith, made between,” etc.), 
or else of the form (Form 36) of a transfer of land for charitable 
uses (which simply omits any statement of consideration). 

A final point on consideration to notice in connection with 
registered conveyancing is the position of volunteers. A dis- 
position made without valuable consideration is subject so far 
as the transferee is concerned not only to the entries on the 
register and overriding interests but also to minor interests 
(ss. 20 (4) and 23 (5) of the Land Registration Act, 1925). 
Apart from this, when registered, such a disposition has tn all 
respects the same effect as if it had been made for valuable 
consideration (ibid.). The apparent result of these strong 
provisions is that in registered conveyancing a purchaser need 
never ascertain whether his vendor was a transferee for valu- 
able consideration or a volunteer. This is a great contrast 
with the position in unregistered conveyancing. The price 
paid by a vendor of registered land almost invariably appears 
in the remarks column of the Proprietorship Register and, 
therefore, steps are usually taken to ensure that a purchaser 
remains ignorant of it until after exchange of contracts. The 
reason is, of course, practical, not legal—a lower price than he 
is paying may encourage a purchaser to reopen negotiations.

ACTING ON INVALID NOTICE TO QUIT 


In Clarke v. Hall [1961] 2 W.L.R. 836; p. 366, ante, the 
landlord of an agricultural holding recovered possession after 
establishing that the tenant served with a notice to quit was 
an assignee and that the reason given for the notice—death 
of the assignor within three months of the notice—was a valid 
one (see p. 522, ante). This made it unnecessary for Widgery, J., 
to decide another point argued, namely that, if the notice 
was bad, the tenant had by his actions estopped himself 
from denying its validity. But the learned judge considered 
the point “‘in case the defendant was minded to have the 
question considered in another court ’’—and also examined 
a suggestion that there had, in the alternative, been an actual 
surrender of the tenancy. 

The relevant facts were as follows. Notice to quit at 
Ladyday, 1960, was served on 19th March, 1959, the above- 
mentioned reason being duly specified. On 2nd April the 
tenant’s solicitors challenged the notice, alleging that their 
client was the original tenant and not an assignee. Cor- 
respondence ensued. On Ist February, 1960, a land agent 
friend of the tenant met the plaintiff “to try to persuade 
him that the notice to quit was invalid (the view which he 
himself held) and, if not, to see whether some other modus 
vivendi might be arrived at...’ But the plaintiff maintained 
his position. 

Events before 25th March, 1960 

Next, the plaintiff, shortly before 25th February, 1960, 
notified the defendant of his intention to claim compensation 
for depreciation under the Agricultural Holdings Act, 1948, 
s. 58: the proviso to the section requires such notice to be 
given not later than one month before the termination of the 
tenancy. This occasioned the first event relied upon by the 
plaintiff as effecting an estoppel: the defendant’s agent 
wrote to the plaintiff on 25th February, referred in that letter 
to the notice to quit, and set out his “ claim on quitting ”’ : 
for tenant’s pasture, for unexhausted manurial value of 
fertilisers applied, for feeding-stuffs, and for a field gate. 
The first three items would correspond to Nos. 10, 6 and 7 
of Sched. IV to the Agricultural Holdings Act, 1948, the 
fourth to No. 14 or No. 23 of Sched. III: in either case the 
intention to claim has to be notified before the expiration of 
two months from the termination of the tenancy: s. 70 (2). 


After 25th March, 1960 

When what might be called D-day came, the defendant 
had a number of ewes on the land ; also some hay, some new 
sheep troughs, a new sheep rack and a hay-loader and trailer. 
On 28th March he removed all but two ewes and two lambs 
to another farm of his, leaving the hay and the troughs, etc., 
behind, and did not carry out any normal farming operations 
on the land till 23rd May, except for some hedging in April. 
On 23rd May he brought a substantial number of sheep back 
and “ thereafter asserted his full right to occupation of the 
land’’ ; his solicitors wrote to the plaintiff at the same time 
alleging that the notice to quit was invalid. 

In the meantime, the plaintiff had put a pony and four 
heifers on the land, and had on 16th May served the defendant 
with a notice under s. 70 requiring the amount of the claim 
intimated in the s. 58 notice of February to be determined by 
arbitration. He had also, on 18th May, sold or purported 
to sell some of the hay. 


The sheep and the pony and heifers may have co-existed 
peacefully, but on 26th August the plaintiff issued a writ 
claiming possession, damages, mesne profits and an injunction 
to restrain trespassing. 


No estoppel 

The defendant explained the removal of the ewes as having 
been in accordance with his normal farming practice, the 
other farm being, apparently, always used as a maternity 
home. Accepting this, Widgery, J., held that the removal 
and non-user did not amount to an unequivocal representation 
that he was treating the notice as valid and proposed to go, 
and that the same applied to statements made in corres- 
pondence. Although the notice of intention to claim 
compensation of 25th February, 1960, had been in the form 
of a letter, we are not told whether that letter purported to 
reserve the point of the validity of the notice. 

The only authority referred to on estoppel was Harnam 
Singh v. Jamal Pirbhai [1951) A.C. 688 (P.C.), in which the 
Judicial Committee reversed an order of the Eastern Africa 
Court of Appeal. Widgery, J., referred to this decision as 
showing that there can be an estoppel in such cases: it was 
held that a letter from a tenant's solicitors stating that their 
client would remain in occupation as a statutory tenant 
(under the Increase of Rent and Mortgage Interest (Restric- 
tions) Ordinance, 1940, in force in Kenya) estopped him 
from claiming a contractual tenancy. Ample, if rather less 
exalted, authority could be found nearer home: there was 
Farrow v. Orttewell [1933) Ch. 480 (C.A.), an agricultural 
holdings case, in which a purchaser of the reversion had given 
the tenant notice to quit before completion of the purchase 
but was held to be estopped from denying its validity because 
the tenant, believing it to be valid, had taken another farm, 
sold off things from the farm he held, etc.; the tenant was 
held to be entitled to statutory compensation for disturbance 
and improvements. Then, in Re Swanson’s Agreement ; Hill 
v. Swanson (1946), 62 T.L.R. 719, a controlled tenant who 
had received short notice, who had failed to object to it, 
and who had paid the standard rent for two years afterwards 
was held to have estopped herself from claiming a contractual 
tenancy ; but in Wallis v. Semark [1951] 2 T.L.R. 222 (C.A.), 
the court distinguished the last-mentioned case, holding that 
payment of an increased rent of controlled premises, notified 
by too short a notice, was not enough to enable the landlord 
to claim possession on the footing that the notice had termin- 
ated the contractual tenancy. 


No surrender 

Absence of any unequivocal representation was the decisive 
factor in the issue whether the defendant was estopped from 
denying the validity of the notice to quit ; when considering 
the question of surrender by operation of law, Widgery, J., 
attached more importance to the factor of intention. Whether 
intention is a necessary feature could be queried in the light 
of Parke, B.’s judgment in Lyon v. Reed (1844), 13 M. & W. 
285, but in that case a tenant had taken a new lease, and the 
decision could be regarded as based on estoppel. But it 
played a vital part in Gray v. Owen [1910] 1 K.B. 622: 
“ acceptance ’’ of an invalid notice given by a tenant, who 
believed and whose landlady believed that a service clause 
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applied, followed by the giving up and acceptance of posses- 
sion, were held to have effected a surrender. In the case 
before him Widgery, J., found that the defendant had not 
intended to give up possession, because he had never given 
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up hope. ‘“‘ He was prepared to remain, hoping that some- 
thing would turn up.” Indeed, Mr. Micawber’s 
were never terminated by surrender.

GRAND LITTER 
AT Poole the other day five youths were fined {1 each under 
the Litter Act for an offence involving a grand piano. Once 
upon a time used to think of litter as essentially 
restricted to trivial objects, insignificant save in their nuisance 
value, old cigarette ends, chocolate cartons, 
sardine tins, bus tickets, any old iron, perhaps in extreme 
cases superannuated bowler hats. But grand pianos? My 
old-fashioned dictionary defines litter as “ waste or refuse 
material, shreds, fragments, etc., scattered or lying about on 
a floor or other place in a careless, slovenly manner.” But 
the wider view of “ litter’’ was clearly the inevitable child 
of the union of mass-production and the “ Affluent State.”’ 
Once it became accepted as one of the philosophic bases of 
society, as we know it, that “ production ”’ is an end in itself, 
the grander, more comprehensive concept of the word was 
fast upon us. But with factories competitively belching forth 
ceaseless streams of every variety of goods, not just clothing 


one 


newspapers, 


and household utensils, but furniture and washing machines 
and motor vehicles, each year’s products superseding those of 
the last, can cajole the average 
affluent status-seeking Briton into mortgaging his life-time’s 
income in acquiring an endless succession of “ new models.” 
All right. What is to become of the old discarded models 
which even the least affluent will reject with scorn and would 
reject even if they had the house-room which is beyond their 
grasp in over-populated post-rent-restriction England? The 
old discarded models must obviously become litter—‘‘ waste 
or refuse . and, peering into the not very 
distant future, we can foresee a time when there will be no 
more open spaces at all and the roads will be narrow valley 
tracks between hills and ridges of discarded status-symbols, 
towering like the slag-heaps of the Black Country. Not 
long ago a young husband was fined {1 under the Litter Act 
for trying to abandon at night in a public park a green plush 
sofa, his mother’s wedding gift to him. He had been nagged 
into that nocturnal crime by his wife after she had acquired 
a {40 suite. Multiply that situation by even half the families 
in London, and Hyde Park and Kensington Gardens would 
be turned into one vast tumulus of tables and upholstery.

The Law of Insurance. By the late Sipney Preston, of the 
Middie Temple, Barrister-at-Law, and Raour P. CoLinvavux, 
of Gray’s Inn, Barrister-at-Law.

This is a first-rate practitioners’ book. Just over ten years 
have passed since the first edition and accordingly it has now 
been brought completely up to date with both case and statute 
law. In addition, a certain amount of radical revision has been 
advantageously undertaken in the light of experience gained in 
use during the preceding decade. There is both a full table of 
case reports and an appendix setting out the relevant statutory 
provisions. The scope has been kept within manageable propor- 
tions by excluding the large and special subjects of marine and 
industrial insurance. 

As the intended clientele comprises practitioners of all sorts 
not simply solicitors—there is throughout indication of practical 
implications. Thus, the importance of a purchaser of land 
insuring as from exchange of contracts is emphasised (pp. 232-4) 
and there is a short and simple section on avoidance of estate 
duty (pp. 297-302). Also, for example, the extent to which 
insurers may be joined as defendants and the effect thereof on 
a jury is briefly discussed (pp. 334-5) and full attention is paid 
to the vital position of the Motor Insurers’ Bureau (pp. 347-54). 


However, we are not quite happy with the treatment of agents 
(pp. 237-47), in which confusion appears to be caused by an 
initial failure to distinguish and give precision to the terminology 
used. Thus the adjectives ‘ ostensible,”’ ‘“‘ apparent,’’ “‘ usual ”’ 
and “‘ implied ’’ are variously used to describe the authority of 
an agent but without adequate definition. Also the similar but 
nonetheless different questions of imputing the knowledge of an 
agent to his principal and the authority of an agent to receive 
notification from third parties are lumped together. Though 
these last may well be semantic rather than legal difficulties, it 
is thought that the statement (at p. 238) that ‘‘ misrepresentation 
by the assured’s agent is fatal whether made with the assured’s 
knowledge and consent or not ’’ cannot stand with the decision 
of Devlin, J., in Armstrong v. Strain [1951] 1 T.L.R. 856. Apart 
from this, it would have been useful and interesting to see some 
consideration of those implications of the decision in Lister v 
Romford Ice and Cold Storage Co. {1957} A.C. 555, which have 
caused particular concern to assistant solicitors, coupled with 
some mention of the steps being taken in practice to allay this 
concern. 


Taking all in all, however, it must be emphatically repeated 
that this really is an excellent practitioners’ work. Although 
in this capacity very little room indeed has been allowed for the 
purely academic, as a final word it may be said that the short 
section headed “‘ The Effects of War on Life Policy ’’ may be 
academic in that it overlooks the current theme song of peace 
marchers entitled “‘ We'll all go together when we go’ and 
containing the refrain : 


*“* No one will have the endurance 
To collect on his insurance 
Lloyd’s of London will be loaded when they go.”’

This book has clearly been written primarily as an elementary 
introduction to its subject for the more than usually inquisitive 
layman ; indeed there are references throughout to “ The Law ” 
in the ‘“‘ Teach Yourself ’’ series. Apparently it is also hoped 
that some market will be found amongst students for the legal 
and accountancy professions, but the former already have 
another excellent introductory book prescribed for them and 
the latter will look in vain here for worked examples. It is 
extremely difficult for someone who already knows something at 
least of a subject to assess the adequacy of an elementary intro- 
duction, in the sense that a beginner can be relied upon to be 
misled by the most innocuous statements. Also, the present 
subject-matter hardly permits of an elementary treatment 
without in many respects being misleading in the absence of 


complete explanations. However, the author does make an 
extremely good attempt at general simplification and, since this 
is his object, it is not fair to criticise particular instances where 
justice has not been done to the complexities involved 


Unfortunately, although this book has only recently been 
published, the law stated is that in force on 11th April, 1960, so 
that only the provisions of the Finance Bill, 1960, receive mention, 
and without discussion. Thus the section on penalties (pp. 195-7) 
has the following footnote: ‘‘ The Finance Bill, 1960, contains 
proposals drastically altering the liability to penalties.’’ This 
is a pity. Otherwise, this book may be recommended to the 
inquisitive layman with a warning that the law which is stated, 
rather than the book itself, will certainly be found beyond ready 
comprehension. 


Enforcement of Planning Control. By 
Brown, LL.M., Solicitor. pp. xix and (with

The Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960, 
has considerably altered the former law on the enforcement of 
planning control, but, as the author says in his preface to this 
book, it is very doubtful whether this branch of the law has 
thereby become less complex.

The book is No. 1 in the publishers’ Current Law Practice 
Guides, and can truly be described as a practical help. It is 
intended to help, on the one hand, those who have to draft and 
serve enforcement notices and thereafter enforce their require- 
ments and, on the other hand, those recipients of notices who 
may wish to contest them. 


After a short introduction, the author details at length the 
essentials of an enforcement notice, and describes the methods 
of appealing against a notice and the procedures for enforcing 
compliance with it. There follow sections on the control of 
authorised development under s. 26 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, and on the licensing of caravan sites under 
the 1960 Act. The book has appendices containing various 
forms and the Minister’s model standards for caravan sites, 
and is complete with tables of statutes and cases and an index. 


The forms of enforcement notice in the first appendix will 
be found most useful. Ex majore cautela we would feel inclined 
to include in any notice a statement to the effect that the 
authority serving the notice consider it expedient to do so having 
regard to the provisions of the development plan, assuming 
one is in operation, and to other material considerations, so as 
to show that the authority have applied their minds to this 
particular requirement of the Act. 

The advice given is amply supported by decisions of the courts 
The book will remove any excuse there may otherwise have been 
for an authority to serve an invalid notice, while it will ensure, 
on the other hand, that a notice will receive a searching and 
critical examination on receipt.

The English portion having already been reviewed in these 
pages (p. 420), it is only necessary to say a few words about the 
short Irish supplement contained in this edition, written by 
Professor L. A. Sheridan, of the University of Malaya. This 
consists of a thirty-five page commentary on Professor Keeton’s 
text indicating whether or not, and if so how, the law of Ireland 
(Northern or Republic of, as the case may be) differs from English 
law. The major source of differences is the fact that the 1925 
property legislation does not apply in Ireland, there being no 
equivalent legislation, although there are also certain other 
differences. The primary interest of this supplement for English 
lawyers lies in the Irish cases given as illustrations of those 
branches of equity where the law of England and Ireland is the 
same.

AUSTRALIA: APPEAL TO PRIVY COUNCIL: 
JURISDICTION: INTER SE QUESTION 


Dennis Hotels Pty., Ltd. v. State of Victoria and Another 


Viscount Simonds, Lord Reid, Lord Radcliffe, Lord Tucker 
and Lord Hodson 14th June, 1961 


Appeal from the High Court of Australia. 


Dennis Hotels Pty, Ltd., appealed by special leave from a 
majority judgment of the Full Court of the High Court of 
Australia dated 26th February, 1960, allowing a demurrer 
by the respondent State of Victoria to the appellants’ state- 
ment of claim so far as it sought a declaration that s. 19 (1) (a) 
of the Licensing Act, 1928, of Victoria was invalid as purport- 
ing to impose a duty of excise. The appellants had claimed 
that fees payable for a victualler’s licence under s. 19 (1) (a) 
were a duty of excise and invalid as being contrary to s. 90 
of the Commonwealth of Australia Constitution Act, 1900, 
which gave the Federal Parliament exclusive power to impose 
duties of customs and excise. Before the Board a preliminary 
point was taken that the questions at issue were as to the 
limits inter se of the constitutional powers of the Common- 
wealth and those of the State and that in the absence of a 
certificate of the High Court of Australia under s. 74 of the 
Constitution Act the Judicial Committee had no jurisdiction 
to entertain the appeal. Interveners in the appeal were the 
Commonwealth of Australia and the States of New South 
Wales, Western Australia, South Australia and Tasmania. 


LorD RADCLIFFE, giving their lordships’ reason for having, 
on Ist May, held that they had no jurisdiction to hear the 
appeal, said that in considering whether there was an 
inter se question what must be looked for was an issue which 
involved some reciprocal relation between the extent or nature 
of the powers on one side and the powers on the other. There 
was a reciprocal effect upon the extent or supremacy of 
Commonwealth and State powers respectively when a decision 
was given on the question whether a State could not pass a 
particular law simply because only the Commonwealth could. 
Reading the Constitution as a whole, the combined effect of 
ss. 51, 52 and 90 was to confer on the Commonwealth what 
could properly be called the customs or excise power, and in 
dealing with s. 90—which was directly expressed in terms 
that related to the distribution of powers—any decision 
that directly bore on the constitutional distribution of powers 
between State and Commonwealth and so had a reciprocal 
effect on their delimitation was an inter se question. What 
Evatt, J., said in Hopper v. Egg and Egg Pulp Marketing 
Board (Vict.) (1939), 61 C.L.R. 665, at p. 681, was a correct 
statement of the constitutional position. There was an 
inter se question raised in this appeal and their lordships had 
no jurisdiction to hear the appeal, no certificate from the 
High Court having been obtained, and the appeal must be 
dismissed. When in future a petition for special leave to 
appeal disclosed a question as to the Board’s jurisdiction to 
hear the appeal they would make it their general practice to 
endeavour to give their final decision on the objection to their 
jurisdiction before making any recommendation as to the 
grant of special leave. Appeal dismissed.

BUILDING REGULATIONS: SETTING UP PLANKS 
ON TRESTLES: SUPERVISION AND 
MAINTENANCE 
Moloney v. A. Cameron, Ltd. 

Holroyd Pearce, Willmer and Pearson, L.J J 
12th June, 1961 

Appeal from Hilbery, J 


An experienced painter was seriously injured when he 
and two fellow painters were putting up planks on three 
trestles to form a working platform while painting the roof 
of a railway station, and the trestle on which the plaintiff 
was standing started to collapse so that he fell to the ground. 
He brought an action alleging, inter alta, breach of statutory 
duty under regs. 6, 9 and 12 (1) of the Building (Safety, 
Health and Welfare) Regulations, 1948. Regulation 6 
provides that “‘ No scaffold shall be erected except under 
the immediate supervision of a competent person . . .”’ 
Regulation 9 requires that “ All scaffolds shall be properly 
maintained, and every part shall be kept so fixed, secured 
or placed in position as to prevent so far as is practicable 
accidental displacement.’’ Regulation 12 (1) provides that 
“Every scaffold shall be securely supported or suspended 
and shall where necessary be sufficiently and properly strutted 
or braced to ensure stability.”’ 


Ho.troyp Pearce, L.J., said that the trestles with planks 
on top were clearly a “ scaffold’ within reg. 3. On reg. 6 
the proper extent of the supervision required must be a 
question of degree related to the structure being built and 
the difficulties and danger involved. In some the 
supervision might have to be constant and relate to every 
single act done. In others, where there was no risk and the 
work was being done by competent men it might be less 
intensive. Here the workmen were competent; there was 
no great element of danger or difficulty. The evidence here 
contained no detailed investigation as to how often the 
foreman caine over to supervise the work; but it was for 
the plaintiff to produce such details and on the evidence 
here there was no breach of reg. 6. Regulation 9 did not 
apply to a trestle when it was still at the stage of having a 
plank laid on it. On reg. 12 it was said that the trestles 
had no check bars which would ensure that they would not 
shift. Whether such bars were necessary was a question 
of evidence, and here the only evidence was that of the 
plaintiff, that he had never seen a trestle with check bars. 
It was thus dangerous for the appellate court to express 
views on the propriety of trade equipment. The appeal 
should be dismissed.

Maxfield v. Llewellyn and Others 


Ormerod, Upjohn and Davies, L.JJ. 15th June, 1961 


Appeal from Stable, J 


On 28th August, 1958, an accident occurred on a country 
road when a cattle truck, which had pulled out to overtake 
a post office van parked at the nearside of the road near a 
bend, collided with an oncoming motor cycle. The motor 
cyclist and his pillion passenger were both killed. The widow 
of the pillion passenger brought an action under the Fatal 
Accidents Acts and the Law Reform (Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Act, 1934, for damages for the death of her husband, naming 
as defendants the person in charge of the post office van and 
H.M. Postmaster-General, and the driver and owner of the 
cattle truck. The personal representatives of the deceased 
motor cyclist were not joined as defendants. Stable, J., 
held that the driver of the cattle truck was wholly responsible 
for the accident and gave judgment for the plaintiff against 
him and the truck owner, awarding total damages of {7,583. 
Those defendants appealed, claiming that the post office 
employees who had parked their van had been partly 
responsible for the accident and that damages should be 
apportioned accordingly. Counsel for the Post Office took 
the point that under s. 6 (2) of the Law Reform (Married 
Women and Tortfeasors) Act, 1935, the court had to apportion 
the blame between all parties responsible and that that could 
not be done unless all the parties, which in this case included 
the personal representatives of the deceased motor cyclist, 
were before the court. 

OrmMEROD, L.J., said that the stationary post office van 
had created a danger and, subject to the submission under 
s. 6 (2) of the Act of 1935, it was impossible to exonerate 
those responsible for parking it, to whom some blame for 
the accident must be attached. He rejected the submission 
under s. 6 (2). On a proper construction of s. 6 (2), the 
court must have recourse to those persons responsible for 
the damage having regard to the persons who were before 
the court and who had had an opportunity of putting forward 
argument for and against their share of damage. It was the 
duty of the court finding more than one defendant liable to 
make an assessment of the contribution which any defendant 
should and did make according to his share of blame- 
worthiness. He would apportion the blame as to two-thirds 
to the truck driver and as to one-third to the man in charge 
of the post office van 

Upjoun and Davies, L.J J., delivered concurring judgments. 
Appeal allowed.

KNOWLEDGE ” 


Forest Side Properties (Chingford), Ltd. v. 
Revenue Commissioners

Appeal from Danckwerts, J 
From 1935 to 1951 S and B traded in property, owning a 
number of maisonettes let at rents later protected by the 


Rent Acts. In July, 1951, they formed the appellant 
company, whose objects permitted it both to trade in pro- 
perty and to hold it as an investment. In October, 1951, it 
was resolved in a recorded minute that the property be held 
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as an investment, and the company was assessed to income 
tax as an investment company. In 1954, the company sold 
part of the property for £20,000, and was thereupon assessed 
as a company trading in property. They appealed to the 
General Commissioners for the area, who held that the 
transaction was an adventure in the nature of trade and 
affirmed the assessment. In the course of a case stated by 
them for the opinion of the court the Commissioners said : 
‘From our specialised knowledge we were aware that flats 
or maisonettes at that time ’’ [1951] ‘‘ were not a good selling 
proposition locally. We accordingly found that the intention 
expressed in the minute to hold the properties as an invest- 
ment was put on record with the taxation position in mind 

: The company appealed. 

LorD EVERSHED, M.R., said that the nub of the attack on 
the appeal was on the phrase about “ specialised knowledge,”’ 
for it was said that if that was a piece of knowledge which 
could not fairly be called local the conclusion as to the 
company’s business could not stand. There was undoubtedly 
a point at which it was not legitimate for a local judge or 
tribunal to rely on something known to him as an individual. 
But, after no little hesitation, his lordship was satisfied that 
in its context this somewhat unhappy phrase meant no more 
than general local knowledge of economic conditions at the 
relevant time. If that were so, then there was ample evidence 
to justify the Commissioners’ conclusion that from the start 
this company was formed as a trading as distinct from an 
investment company. The appeal should be dismissed. 

HARMAN and Donovan, L.JJ., delivered concurring 
judgments. Appeal dismissed.

The plaintiff shipowners’ vessel, while lying aground at a 
berth under the defendant corporation’s control and manage- 
ment, sustained damage because of the unevenness of the 
berth. The shipowners brought an action alleging negligence, 
breach of contract, and breach of warranty by the corporation. 
The corporation claimed, inter alia, to be protected by the 
terms of a notice of which the shipowners had knowledge, 
as follows (in part): ‘‘ Notice is hereby given that vessels 

. . have to take the ground after high water, and it must 
be understood that, while the corporation take steps to 
keep them in order, they do not ensure the berths always 
being level . . . vessels . . . must be and are at the risk of 
the owners . . . and not of the corporation, who will not be 
responsible for and will repudiate any liability in respect 
of any damage . . . to vessel . . . resulting from using [a 
berth] . . . or taking ground thereat. . And. . . owners 

. must satisfy themselves that the vessels both in their 
construction and the disposition in them of the cargo, may 
safely take the ground and lie in the berths, and of the 
condition of the berths, as the corporation will not be respon- 
sible for and will repudiate any liability in respect of any 
damage . . . to vessel . . . resulting from using the quays 
or river diversion, or either of them, or taking the ground 
thereat or therein, or from the berths thereat or therein . . .” 
The shipowners contended that the corporation expressly 
undertook by the terms of the notice to take reasonable steps 
to keep their berths in order or, alternatively, that it was a

HUSBAND AND WIFE: DIVORCE: MAINTENANCE 
DEED: WHETHER POST-NUPTIAL MARRIAGE 
SETTLEMENT 
Young v. Young 
Baker, J. 12th June, 1961 

Summons adjourned into open court. 

The parties were married in 1935. There were two 
children born in 1939 and 1942 respectively. On 12th April, 
1945, the wife was granted a decree nisi of divorce on the 
ground of the husband's adultery. On 2nd July, 1945, that 
decree was made absolute, having been expedited. On 
29th May, 1945, the spouses executed a deed by which it 
was agreed that, in lieu of the wife applying to the court for 
maintenance, the husband would pay to the wife, as from 
lst April, 1945, an annuity during joint lives for her main- 
tenance and further sums for each child until they respectively 
attained the age of sixteen or left school, whichever was the 
later. In August, 1956, the wife re-married and was living 
in Australia. In March, 1961, the husband applied under 
s. 25 of the Matrimonial Causes Act, 1950, to vary the deed 
executed on 29th May, 1945, on the basis that the deed was a 
post-nuptial marriage settlement. The registrar dismissed 
the application, on the ground that the deed did not constitute 
a marriage settlement. The husband appealed. 

BAKER, J., said that when the deed was executed the 
parties were still man and wife. The agreement was made 
because of the marriage. Two payments had to be made 
under it before the decree absolute dissolved the marriage 
and, had the decree not been expedited, there would have 
been at least five payments before the marriage was finally 
dissolved. There were thus payments to the wife. in her 
character as wife, on the footing of, because of, and with 
reference to the interests of herself and her children. The 
children of the marriage were beneficiaries under the deed. 
The fact that they were no longer entitled to benefit, because 
they were over sixteen and had left school, was immaterial. 
The deed of 29th May, 1945, was therefore a post-nuptial 
marriage settlement. The decision of the registrar would be 
rescinded and the application for variation referred back to 
him for consideration on the merits. Order accordingly.

DIVORCE : RE-HEARING : WHETHER BY 
DIVISIONAL COURT OR COURT OF APPEAL 
Turner v. Turner 
Lord Merriman, P., and Lloyd-Jones, J. 15th June, 1961 

Motion for rescission of decree nisi and re-hearing. 


A wife petitioned for divorce on the ground of cruelty. 
The husband denied the charge and cross-prayed for divorce 
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on the ground of the wife’s cruelty. The wife had been 
granted a separation order against the husband, in a magis- 
trates’ court,on the ground of persistent cruelty. The 
commissioner who heard the suit rejected the wife's charge, 
holding that there was no corroboration of her evidence, and 
finding the husband’s charge proved, granted him a decree 
nisi. The wife moved the Divisional Court under r. 36 (1) of 
the Matrimonial Causes Rules, 1957, for a rescission of the 
decree nisi and a re-hearing, on the ground that letters written 
by the husband to her, which would have corroborated her 
case, were not put in evidence at the hearing. 

Lorp MERRIMAN, P., said that where a re-hearing of a 
matrimonial suit was sought, the Divisional Court was the 
appropriate court to which to apply in cases where no errot 
of the court at the hearing was alleged, or where, as in Skull 
v. Skull [1954] P. 458, although it could not be said that there 
was no error in the court, the applicant, not having entered 
an appearance in the suit, could not go to the Court of Appeal 
in the ordinary course. All other applications for re-hearing 
were for the Court of Appeal. The commissioner, in holding 
that there was no corroboration of the wife’s case, had plainly 
misdirected himself, in view of the separation order on the 
ground of persistent cruelty. It could not, therefore, be said 
that no error of the court could be alleged; moreover, the 
wife had a right to go to the Court of Appeal in this case in 
the ordinary course. The matter was therefore one for the 
Court of Appeal, not for the Divisional Court. The motion 
must be dismissed, but the wife would be given leave to appeal 
to the Court of Appeal against the dismissal. 
agreed. Motion dismissed.

HUSBAND AND WIFE: CONSTRUCTIVE 
DESERTION: CONDUCT NOT AVAILABLE AS 
BASIS OF CHARGE OF PERSISTENT CRUELTY 


*Butcher v. Butcher 


Lord Merriman, P., and Lloyd-Jones, J. 16th June, 1961 


Appeal from justices. 

A wife left her husband in February, 1961, alleging that 
she had been expelled from the matrimonial home by his 
conduct towards her from 1954 onwards, and complained to 
the justices that he had been guilty of constructive desertion 
and wilful neglect to provide reasonable maintenance for her 
and for her child. The justices found both charges proved 
and made a maintenance order. The husband appealed. 


Lorp MERRIMAN, P., said that the gravamen of the 
husband’s attack upon the finding of constructive desertion 
was that it offended the principle laid down by the Court of 
Appeal in Pike v. Pike {1954) P. 81, that a charge of con- 
structive desertion could not be established on the basis of 
an unproved case of cruelty. Where, however, as here, the 
conduct complained of, or a large part of that conduct, 
occurred more than six months before the date of the 
application to the justices, and was for that reason not 
available as the basis of a charge of persistent cruelty, the 
principle of Pike v. Pike, supra, was inapplicable. It would 
be artificial to apply that principle in such a case. There 
being evidence to support the justices’ findings, the appeal 
would be dismissed.

EVIDENCE AGAINST CO-DEFENDANT: CROSS- 
EXAMINATION AS TO CRIMINAL RECORD: CO- 
DEFENDANT’S SUBSEQUENT CHANGE OF PLEA 
R. v. Ellis; R. v. Ellis 
Ashworth, Salmon and Elwes, JJ. 12th June, 1961 

Appeals against conviction. 

Brothers, / and K E, were charged with another man, G, 
with breaking and entering a warehouse and stealing goods 
and also with receiving. On the first day of the trial it was 
G’s case that he was not involved in the operation, which the 
police had observed, of loading a van, but had merely agreed 
to hire the van at the appellant / E's request. / E’s defence 
was that G had told him he had bought some bankrupt stock 
and wanted it moved. G’s counsel was allowed to cross- 
examine / E on his criminal record under s. 1 (f) (iii) of the 
Criminal Evidence Act, 1898, since / E had given evidence 
against another person charged with the same offence. On 
the next day G changed his plea on the receiving charge and 
also admitted having said something about bankrupt stock 
to J E. All three were convicted and the brothers E appealed 
on the ground that the cross-examination of / E was wrongly 
permitted, or, if rightly permitted, that the judge should 
have ordered a new trial before a different jury, when it 
became evident that it was unnecessary to have made the 
jury aware of / E's record. 

AsSHWoRTH, J., said that, having regard to G’s defence as 
indicated at that stage of the trial, the evidence given by ] E 
was properly held to be evidence against G and the cross- 
examination properly admitted. However, as the abandon- 
ment of G's defence and the admissions he subsequently 
made had the result of showing that it was unnecessary to 
have made the jury aware of J E’s record, the question arose 
as to whether the case should have proceeded before that 
jury. Though it was not incumbent upon the judge to stop 
the case and order a retrial before another jury, an application 
by counsel for the E brothers should have been upheld. No 
such application was made, and the fact that the trial pro- 
ceeded when it might have stopped afforded no ground on 
which the verdict could be set aside. Appeals dismissed.

WITNESS AS TO IDENTITY: PHOTOGRAPHS 
SHOWN: NO IDENTIFICATION PARADE 

*R. v. Seiga 

Ashworth, Salmon and Elwes, JJ. 

Appeal against conviction. 

The defendant was charged with receiving a tape recorder 
knowing it to have been stolen. About six weeks before the 
trial, a detective constable showed a prosecution witness as 
to identity nine photographs, including one of the defendant. 
The witness unhesitatingly identified the defendant, not 
only as the person concerned with the offences for which he 
was at that time under arrest but also as the person who had 
sold her husband and herself a tape recorder. No identifica- 
tion parade was held. At the trial, the defendant successfully 
submitted that there was no case to answer on the counts 
relating to the initial offences. The identifying witness and 
her husband gave evidence of the sale by the defendant of 
the tape recorder to them, and he was convicted of the 
additional offence of receiving the tape recorder. The 
defendant appealed on the ground that it was an improper 
practice to show photographs to a witness and that the 
judge should have warned the jury to consider the evidence 
of the identifying witness with more care because she had 
seen the photograph. 

ASHWORTH, J., said that in the absence of any explanation 
as to why an identification parade had not been held, the 
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conduct of the detective constable in showing the photo- 
graphs must be regarded as unsatisfactory. But although 
the court disapproved of it, the conduct did not justify setting 
aside the conviction since the husband was also able to 
identify the defendant, there was a considerable gap in time 
between the date when the witness was shown the photo- 
graphs and the date when she was called to identify the 
defendant in court, and no objection to the admission of the 
evidence of the photographs was taken at the trial. As to the 
necessity for a warning, the point was raised in R. v. 
Lawrenson, 6th March, 1961 (unreported), in which Lord 
Parker, C.J., said that such a direction was in the judge’s 
discretion. The absence of any such warning afforded no 
ground for setting aside the conviction. Appeal dismissed.

CRIMINAL LAW: BURDEN OF PROOF: 
DIRECTION 
*R. v. Head; R. v. Warrener 
Ashworth, Salmon and Elwes, JJ. 12th June, 1961 

Appeals against conviction. 

The appellants were charged with the larceny of a radio 
set or, alternatively, with having received it knowing it to 
have been stolen. The defence was that they did not know 
at any time that the set was stolen. Summing up, the 
recorder said: “‘. . . it is always the duty of the prosecution to 
prove their case so that you are reasonably sure of the 
accused's guilt before you convict him or her. . . I put it 
to you clearly, that you must be so reasonably sure .. . 
that means you must not be absolutely positive so that there 
can be no doubt. You must apply your common sense to 
this matter.”” Later he said: “If you have any reasonable 
doubt about it, if you believe their story, if you think they 
did not know it was stolen then, of course, you will find them 
not guilty.” The appellants were convicted of receiving. 
They appealed on the ground of misdirection. 

ASHWORTH, J., said that the first passage in the summing up 
was a misdirection on the burden of proof. It was not right 
to tell a jury that they must be reasonably sure, for that 
imported a standard of certainty below that conveyed by the 
established direction—that they must be satisfied so that 
they felt sure. Although the second passage did something 
to repair the misdirection, it was none the less the view of 
the court that the direction as to the burden of proof and 
as to the standard of proof should be given in clear terms. 
On the doctrine of recent possession, the recorder seemed to 
have given the impression that, if the jury were not satisfied 
with the explanation given by the appellants, they should 
convict. That was not the law. The law was that if the 
explanation given by a defendant satisfied the jury of its 
truth or left them in a position of doubt or uncertainty, 
then the Crown had not proved its case and the defendant 
must be acquitted. Appeals allowed.

Crime and Understanding 


Sir,—-At the present time there is considerable agitation, in 
which some members of the legal profession have joined, directed 
to the infliction of harsher punishments upon those convicted 
of crime Longer sentences of imprisonment are advocated, 
together with the reintroduction of corporal punishment and the 
extension of the death penalty 

These are matters which closely concern members of the legal 
profession, and on which their views (perhaps wrongly) carry 
a great deal of weight. Unfortunately the profession, particularly 
the judiciary, has in the past been noted for its advocacy of 
savage punishments for crime rather than for an enlightened 
and humane attitude towards the offender—and so far as some 
of its members are concerned this remains true today. My 
purpose in writing this letter is to suggest that it would be a 
pity if those who believe in a humane penal policy were to be 
any less vociferous than those who do not 


This is obviously a matter upon which each person must 
reach his own conclusions. Several factors have influenced me 
in coming to mine. In the first place, I find it impossible to 
believe in any explanation of human conduct other than a 
determinist one in other words, 1 cannot regard a man as 
anything other than the product of the outside forces and events 


and influences which throughout his life have shaped him and 
his mind. A knowledge of the teachings of the analytical schools 
of psychology (which is conspicuous by its absence within the 
judiciary and the profession in general) would indicate something 
of the ways in which the mind of man develops and of the extent 
to which we are all at the mercy of unconscious forces. For 
these and similar reasons I find it impossible to accept the validity 
of the concept of moral guilt, and I therefore feel that ways of 
treating the offender with the minimum of pain and degradation 
compatible with the security of the community should be sought 
far more earnestly than they are being sought at present. 

I believe that an essential step towards understanding the 
criminal and towards formulating a penal policy compatible with 
any code of ethics worthy of the name is for every so-called 
law-abiding citizen to recognise his kinship with those who 
offend the law and to admit to sharing with them a common 
humanity. I think that it is wrong for anyone to consider 
himself innately superior to the criminal, and | think that a 
concern for an enlightened penal policy would inevitably follow 
the realisation that one might oneself so easily have become an 
object of that policy

“THE SOLICITORS’ JOURNAL,” 22nd JUNE, 1861 


On 22nd June, 1861, THe Souicrrors’ JOURNAL recorded an episode 
of the American Civil War: ‘‘ An occurrence at Baltimore 
affords a practical demonstration that, in America, law has 
given place to arms. A respectable inhabitant of Maryland was 
arrested by military force, and imprisoned in a fort. The charge 
against him was that he had assisted to burn the railroad bridges 
at the time of the outbreak in Baltimore. It appears that he 
had done this at the command of the constituted authorities. 
‘In order to test the question whether any law existed in the 
country,’ the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States came to Baltimore, and issued a writ of habeas corpus 
directed to the general in command of the army of occupation... 
The general sent to say that he could not obey the writ, and 
thereupon the Chief Justice issued an attachment against the 
general, which necessarily remained unexecuted. The only 
resource of the Chief Justice was to proclaim to an excited

audience the glorious principles of Anglo-Saxon liberty—with 
great effect, as it seems, upon the writer who describes the scene, 
but with no effect at all upon the general.

The Chief Justice 
further declared his intention to call upon the President to 
enforce the law according to his inauguration oath. The unfor- 
tunate President will be a man of singular forbearance if he 
does not answer the Chief Justice to the effect that he may 
protest and go about his business . . . The most dignified course 
for the Chief Justice of the United States would be to pack 
up his writs and his books and to betake himself to some quiet 
place until the violence of war be mitigated.”
